KANSAS CITY TEAMSTERS OUT. 


D rivers Use Force in Efforts to H in ­ 
der Traffic— W om an Drives 
T earn. 
Kansas City, Mo.. March 12—Vio­ 
lence entered into the strike of 211 
drivers, employed by the 14 transfer 
companies, who went out for an in- 
crease in wages and recognition of 
their union. 
Perhaps half a hundre i 
men were employed during the day 
to take the places of the 
strikers 
though but 
little work was accom­ 
plished by them. 
Strikers and their 
sym pathizers gathered in large num­ 
bers at several points in the west bot­ 
toms and held up wagons driven bv 
non-union 
men. 
At the Burlington 
freight depot the police were forced 
to draw their revolvers to disperse a 
crowd that had cut 
the 
traces of 
team s hitched to two loaded wagons. 
At another point George B. Evans, 
an employe of the American Express 
company, in attem pting to disperse a 
crowd that was throwing stones at a 
driver, fired a shot into the ground. 
N. N. Latin, a striker. Interfered, and 
made a move to draw a knife, when 
both men were arrested. 
Mrs. Evans, 
wife of the man arrested, struck with 
a whip the leaders of a crowd that In­ 
terfered with the course of a wagon 
on which she was riding. 
Later Mrs. 
Evans took charge of a wagon belong­ 
ing to the Swofford Dry Goods com­ 
pany and, unaided, drove the team 
through the crowd. 
H er progress was 
interrupted, 
In 
Mulberry 
street a 
crowd blockaded the thoroughfare and 
threw stones at the non-union drivers. 
Much excitement prevailed and the 
police were kept busy. 


COMPERS OPPOSES LEWIS' BILL 


Com pulsory Labor W ill Make Outlaws 
of Peaseful and Law-Abiding 
Citizens. 
Albany, N. Y., March 12.—President 
Samuel 
Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, appeared before 
the senate committee on judiciary to 
oppose Senator Lewis’ bill providing 
for so-called compulsory 
arbitration 
of difficulties between public service 
corporations and their employes. Mr. 
Gompers said: 
“If you enact this principle into the 
legislation of this state and make la­ 
bor compulsory, even while waiting 
for the decision of the tribunal or in 
accordance with the award of that 
tribunal, you will simply make out­ 
laws of peaceful and law-abiding citi­ 
zens. 
If you outlaw strikes you will 
simply 
give 
place to the harsher 
m easures—you cannot legislate out of 
existence the right of men to combine 
and to quit work if need be for the 
betterm ent of their condition ’’

Before he reached the hospital 
Mrs. Pennell's pulse ceased to beat. 
Except, fo r a few Incoherent words 
Uttered when she was first taken to 
tin* hospital, Mrs. Pennell’s lips did 
not move. 
Th** body of Mr. Pennell was re­ 
moved from the morgue to an under­ 
taking establishm ent 
and 
prepared 
for burial. 
It w as decided th at th e re­ 
m a in s of both Mr. an*l Mrs. Pennell 
would be tak**u to Mr. Pennell’s for­ 
m er home 
in 
Brunswick, Me,, for 
burial. 
Mrs. Abbey Y. Fennell, j Fred Pen­ 
nell, m other and brother of the dead 
man, and H arry W. Lamb, a brother 
of Mrs. Pennell, arrived from New 
York. 
They were at once driven to 
the S isters’ hospital and adm itted to 
the ward where Mrs. Pennell lay un­ 
conscious, and stood beside her for 
15 minutes. 
During that time the in­ 
jured 
woman did not move. 
They 
then left the ward and w ere taken to 
th*» Pennell hom e on Cleveland ave­ 
nue. 
All callers at tin* Pennell hous-* 
w ere denied admission. 
At x o’clock J. Fred Pennell, Mr.* 
Lamb and T hom as Penney, ex-district 
attorney and a form er p artner of Mr. 
Pennell, went to the Austin building 
and searched the desk of the dead 
man. 
A policeman, who has been on 
guard ever sine** the fatal accident 
occurred, stood by while the search 
w as being made. 
A num ber of im- j 
portant documents 
were 
found, in 
eluding a wMl of recent date. 
It is 
not known when the will was drawn 
up. but If is said to have been within 
the last year. 
What the provisions 
of the will were Is not known, as none 
of the three men who saw it would 
discuss the matter. 
The automobile which carried Mr. 
Pennell and his wife in the plunge to 
the bottom of the stone quarry on 
Kensington avenu< was carefully ex 
amined. 
The brakes and levers wern 
given 
particularly 
close 
attention. 
E xperts in the construction and man­ 
ufacture of automobiles were called 
In. 
The result of the examination left 
no doubt in the minds of any of the 
men present 
that Mr. Pennell did 
everything in his power to regain 
control of the vehicle when it careen­ 
ed. 
The brakes were tightly set. the 
power Indicator pointed to “reverse” 
and the tric k of the wheels in the 
soft earth on the ridge between the 
street pavement and the quarry show­ 
ed that the wheels were turning back 
w ard 
when the m achine sp*'d for­ 
ward to destruction.
